The liemocratic Convention'] met at 


Harrisbnrg yesterday 
and nominated 


Robert i:. Pnttison, of Philapelphia, for 
Governor, on the sixth ballot. James II. 
Hopkins, of Allegheny, and Ecley B. 
Ooxe, of Luzerne, were his chief compet- 
itors. Ilnrman Yerkes named General 
Davis of the Doylestown Democrat, and 
the General received 10 votes on the first 
ballot. On the sixth, ballot the vote stood 
12CI for Pattison and 119i for Hopkins. 
A platform was adopted, which is a re- 
markably weak production. As the New 
York Tribune says "About all there is 
of it that is not unjustifiable denuncia- 
tion is bald platitude. 
And it is as silent 


as the grave in regard to the tariff." Af- 
ter the 
nomination for Governor was 


made, the Convention adjourned until 
to-day, when Lieutenant Governor, Su- 
preme Judge, Secretary of Internal Af- 
fairs, and Congressman-at-Large will be 
nominated 


—The question of prohibition is likely 


to give tlie Democrats more trouble than 
it will the Republicans in Indiana this 
fall. The Republicans have taken the 
ground that the people ought to have on 
opportunity to vote upon the prohibition 
amendment to the Constitution, without 
do.iorinn n* a Dartv for against ft 
The 
Democrats hive,however, declared them- 
selves against the amendment and against 
allowing the people to vote upon it. 
But 


some of their candidates for the Legisla- 
ture have said that if elected they will 
vote to submit the amendment to the 
people. 
Much confusion and discord is 


likely to tjrow out of this state of affairs. 


—The record of DeLong settles one 


point which has been used to criticise 
Melville— that ho could have saved him 
had he promptly gone to his rescue. The 
date of Iiis death is proximately fixed. 
His last record was made October 30, 
and he probably died within a few hours 
of that day. It is evident from this fact 
that the utmost exertions or greatest 
promptitude on the part of Melville 
would ha\e been of no avail. From the 
time he had reached succor till DeLong's 
death did nnr admit of rescue. 


—The only opponent Alexander II. 


Stephens will have in the Georgia Demo- 
cratic Convention for the Gubernatorial 
nomination will be A G. Bacon. Mr. 
Bacon announced himself as a candidate 
before Mr Stephen's name was mentioned. 
He shows no disposition to withdraw from 
the field, but, on the contrary, has re- 
cently written a letter in which he makes 
a vigorous attack upon Mr. Stephens as 
the candid,ite of a cabal. 


—An effort is making to bulldoze the 


State Credit Democrats in Tennessee into 
voting for Bate, the nominee of the repu- 
diating wing of the patty for Governor. 
The Louisville Courier-Journal, which 
has denounced the 
Repudiators for 


months, is throwing its influence in favor 
of Bate and urging all Democrats to sup- 
port him. It is doubtful, however, if the 
State Credit men can be persuaded to go 
back on their record and vote for the 
candidate of the low tax faction. 


—Jamci Hill, once a slave and now

State Committee, has been visiting Chair- 
man Jewell, of the National Committee. 
He expects the election of two Republi- 
can and two Independent Congressmen 
from that State in November.

IOWA FOR PUOII1BITION. 


The friends of Temperance have won a 


signal victory in Iowa. That State has 
committed itself by probably 40,000 ma- 
jority in favor of absolute prohibition o: 
both the manufacture and sale of intoxi- 
cating liquoi s. The vote was taken on a 
proposition to amend the Constitution 01 
of the State as follows: 


No person shall manufacture for sale 


or sell or keep for sale as a beverage any 
intoxicating liquors whatever, including 
ale, wine and beer. The General Assem- 
bly shall by law prescribe regulations for 
the enforcement of the prohibition hereii 
contained, and shall hereby provide suit- 
able penalties for the violation of the 
provisions thereof.

TlTi: LAST PAYS OF THE ILI/-KATED NAV- 


IGATOR. 


WASHINGTON, June 26.—A report has 


been received from Engineer Melville at 
the Navy Department giving the details 
of finding the bodies of De Long and 
party. 
The 
details differ little from 


those published. The copy of De Long's 
note-book sent contains very touching 
records of the sufferings of tbe party dur- 
ing the last days. On October 5th he 
writes • "A half pound of dog meat per 
day is our food until some relief is af- 
forded us. Alexy went out hunting 
again at 9 A. M. Mortification set in 
again in Erickson's leg and be is sinking. 
Amputation would be of no use. 
He is 


partially conscious. Alcxy came back, 
having seen nothing. I think we are on 
Titary Island, and about 
twenty-five 


miles from Ku Mak Suka, which I take to 
a settlement, and this is our last hope. 
As soon at the storm abates shall send 
Ninderman and one other to make a 
forced march to Ku Mak Suka for relief. 
At G P. M. served out one-half pound dog 
meat and went to sleep." On the Cth he 
writes that Erickson is dead and the hunt- 
ers have come back empty-handed, and 
adds, "what in God's name is to become 
of us t Fourteen pounds of dog meat left. 
To dig a grave for Erickson was impossi- 
ble, so a hole was cut in the ice of the 
river and he was thus buried, three vol- 
leys being fired over his grave and a head 
board placed on the bank bearing his 
name." On the 7th he writes, "Break- 
fast consisted of our last i pound of dog 
meat, and our last grain of tea was put in 
the kettle this morning. Our journey of 
25 miles is now about to be undertaken 
with some old tea leaves and two quarts 
of alcohol. 
However, I trust in God, 


and believe He who has fed us thus far 
will not allow us to die of want now." 


October 8th he says 
"Breakfast one 


ounce of alcohol in a pint of hot water. 
The alcohol does great good in keeping 
the men up and preventing gnawing at 
the stomach." That day they made but 
one mile, sti iking a river and being 
obliged to turn back. On October 10th 
he writes . "Last one-half ounce of alco- 
hol. 
Eat deerskin scraps. 
Yesterday 


morning ate 
my deerskin 
footstraps. 


Built a fire and made a drink from the 
leaves In thu ulcohol bottle." 


On the 12th he writes : "Breakfast, last 


spoonful of glycerine and hot water. For 
dinner we had a couple of handsful of 
Arctic willow in a pot of water, and drank 
the infusion. 
Everybody getting weaker 


and weaker ; hardly strength to get 
wood. Southwest gale, with snow." Oc- 
tober 13th • "Willow tea. 
Strong S. W.

Accord- 
ng to the plan proposed by Lieutenant 
)anenhower it would be necessary to re- 
move the bodies to Orenburg by sledges 
and then by rail to St. Petersburg. The 
remains could be properly embalmed 
here and then easily transported to this 
:ountry. The winter season is regarded 
as the best time for carrying the plan 
nto execution should it be decided upon. 
't is estimated that the removal would 
iost from $20,000 to $25,000.

The Republican party of Pennsylvania 


is now passing through a trial very much 
like that it was called to pass through in 
1872. 
Let us look back at the condition 


of things politically, in the latter year, 
when Hartranft was our candidate for 
Governor, with a State ticket, including 
three candidates for Congressman-at 
large. 


From the time tbe campaign began, in 


•that year, we had but two friendly papers 
in Philadelphia, tbe Evening Bulletin and 
the North American. The Pre»» was ttan 
bitterly hostile to Hartranft, as It is How 
to Beaver, and supported Buckalew ac- 
tively until election. It was venomous in 
its hostility, and all the vile slanders upon 
Hartranft, which then obtained circula- 
tion, had their origin in the columns of 
that paper. It was, at that time, the 
principal morning paper of Philadelphia, 
and it went over all tbe railroads, into all 
the western, middle and northwestern 
counties, and we had not a single daily 
morning paper to circulate against it, or 
to counteract its influence. The Inquirer 
was cither indifferent or hostile, and the 
North American ha'l an almost exclusive 
mercantile circulation, amounting proba- 
bly to 4,000 a day, and this was confinec 
to Philadelphia. It was an excellent 
paper; but its reputation in the State 
was that of heaviness, and it was next to 
impossible, as was found on trial, to get 
it into circulation in opposition to the 


The Evening Bulletin was a devotee 


Republican paper, and did us good ser- 
vice ; but it was an evening paper, anc 
therefore not capable of competing with 
the Press, which had the field to itself as 
a morning paper. 
The consequence was 


that the party had no means of reaching 
the people of the State, through the news- 
paper press, except by forcing the Bulle- 
tin and North American into circulation 
by sending them gratuitously into the 
several counties for distribution. 
Prac- 


tically the opposition to Hartranft had 
the field to itself, so far as newspapers 
were concerned. 


The Independent Republicans of that 


year had a State Committee of their ovn, 
with A. K. McClure as its Chairman, e 
roomy and ostentatious headquarters, anc 
a regular organization throughout the 
State. It had among its active workers 
such men as A. Gr. Curtain, James K 
Moorhead, Thomas M. Marshall, and var- 
ious other gentlemen whose names were 
as familiar then as they are in the same 
connection now. 


There was, however, one difference be- 


tween this Independent movement ol 
1882 and that of 1872. 
The leaders of 


1872 w«rejust as vicious, malignant, ma- 
licious and untruthful in their opposition 
to the regular organization as those ol 
1882, but the former, while professing 
to be Independent were openly and de- 
cidedly for the Democrats, State and I 
tional tickets, instead of, as now, playing 
into Democrat hands by running a third 
ticket. They had the manliness, then to 
occupy their true position, as Democrats 
in disguise, and did not try to masque- 
rade as Reformers by running a thin tick- 
et for the purpose of promoting Demo- 
cratic success 
The difiaraneo »« ut tfc 


credit for frankness, of the Independents 
of '72, 
Compared with them the Inde- 


pendent leaders of '82 are political 
sneaks trying to do now by indirection 
what they then did directly. 


The result of the campaign of 1872, 


glorious as it was, was not apparent or 
probable until the early fall. With all 
the direct aid that the Independents then 
gave to the Democrats, assisted as they 
were by the bogus Republican and Inde- 
pendent papers of Philadelphia, we car- 
ried Hartranft by 35,000 majority. We 
are no worse off, now, than we were in 
1872. 
We have less to fear now from a 


third ticket than we had, then, from the 
Independent vote carried over bodily into 
the Democratic ranks. 
Curtin and Mc- 


Clura have since then become Democrats, 
as all the Independent leaders of to-day 
will eventually become. 
By adhering 


steadfastly to our ticket we shall triumph, 
now, as gloriously as we did then. All 
that is needed is a strong, courageous 
faith in the righteousness of our cause, 
and an abiding trust in tbe good judg- 
ment of the people. 
Charlatanry in poli- 


tics was a failure in 1872, as it will be in

The plant spread 
overncii'le forty-eight feet in circum 
ference. 
The flower stem is expected t< 


become forty or more feet high before i 
completes its growth. Kight or ten othei 
cases are reported in other parts of tin 
State. The century plant will, in Call 
fornia, bluom in eight or ten years aftei 
being planted. The Mexicans make ai 
intoxicating drink, pulque, from the sap 
and its manufacture is said to be very 
profitable. From the leaves a hemp-like 
fiber is obtained.—Snn Francisco Chron- 
icle.

well finished in April last by the Niagara 
Oil Company, in Washington county, I'a.
